Claiml AND 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hoffmann. The reference teaches a piezoelectric actuator drive circuit comprising a 
charging means an arithmetic means and a drive control means for comparing a 
calculated charging amount with a target charging amount and correcting the charging 
amount. See column 4 lines 37 - 64 and column 5 lines 57 - column 6 line 2.The 
following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim3-5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over. Schrod in 
view of Hoffmann. Shirod in figures 1 and 3 shows a drive circuit wherein the charging 
system has multiple switches and charging means includes a first current carrying path 
for carrying current from a DC power supply through in and Dr. to the piezo stack the 
first current carrying path dated with a switching device for reap needed on and off 
states the charging means further includes a second current carrying path for carrying 
current from the in Dr. Ruth a piece of stack bypassing the DC power supply and a 
switching device. Schrod does not explicitly teach a calculating or arithmetic means, 
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however Schrod does teach and measuring means which serves the same purpose. 
That is, a value is determined that will be compared to another value to determine a 
course of action. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that 
providing a value through calculation resident measurement is an equivalent starting 
point. Thus to use a calculation as taught by Hoffmann in lieu of an initial measurement 
as used by Schrod would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
